Act. Third Reading of the Bill."
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Speaker Telcser: "Gentleman from Will, Speaker Blair.”
Blair: "Well, thank you, Mr. Speaker. The position that we

are in now, with respect to House Bill 2640 following
the various Amendments that were either adopted or
rejected to it, I think in summation, we can say that
every major criticism that was raised concerning the
RTA during the referendum campaign, is satisfied in House
Bill 2640, with the exception, of course, of the fact
th{t there is no option in either the County Board or
on the part of the people in_referendums to disconnect.
That's unfortunate in my judgement, but nonetheless, that
is the condition that the Bill is in now. ©Now let me
just quickly and I think this is important, at least
for those of you who have constituencies in the six
county RTA area, outside the City of Chicago, in any
event, as to just what the Bill would do to the existing -
RTA law. The first thing it would do would be to increase
the size of the RTA Governing Board from 9 to 21 MemQFfs,
so as to provide each County with at least ohe Board

Member. The specific proposal maintains the political

'balance, if you will, that is in the existing law. It
is 4-2-2. This is 10-5-5. Ten Members appointed by the
Mayor of the City of Chicago with the advice and consent
of the City Council. The Mayor is now empowered to

appoint four Members. Five Members appointed by the

A Chairman, selected by the other RTA Board Members, whicl

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safeguards, relative to the RTA Board's decision making
are preserved. Three-fourths of thé Board Membership
must concur to select a Chairman, tha£ is, 15 of the 20
and two-thirds of the Board Membership, that would be
14, must concur in implementing key decisions involving

the imposition of taxes, the adoption of an annual

imminent domain. A simple majority required for all
other business, which is the existing law today. The
compensation to the Board Members, other than the Chair-
man, is to reduce the per diem from $200 per day to $150
per day with a maximum per diem compensation of $20,000

a year. The present maximum is $25,000. With respect

to the parking tax, the specific proposal is rather than
attempting to limit, by definition, the existing applica-
tions of parking tax and taking into consideration the -
fact that the increases in price of motor fuel, the yield
that will result from the imposition of the full 5% sales
tax on motor fuel is $13 million greater than it was ;t
the time the compromise was entered into and the Legis-
lation was passed and the fact that the parking tax
itself would only yield ten million dollars a year, that
we can completely abolish the RTA car to levy a parking
tax and that is provided in the Bill in the condition
that it's in. Still leaves the total dollars and the
$173 million, the compromise was at $170 million, so therd
a net gain, still, of $3 million, so it does not ad-
versely affect the matter financially. The return in
benefit of tax revenues in this specific proposal is to-
mandate that 100%Z of the tax revenue is raised by the
RTA from each area. It's now two-thirds. It must be spei
for public transportation of services and/or facility
totally within each set transportation area. On the
sale of the RTA bonds, the specific proposal is to

eliminate the existing provisions for the private sale

N
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of RTA bonds and instead require the sale of RTA bonds

by open public competitive bidding procedures, identical
to those contained in the Illinois Trénsportation Bond
Act and in the Illinois Capital Development Bond Act.

If we remove completely the existing state pledge not

to impair the ability of the RTA to retire its bonds,

by either modifying the RTA Act or reducing the State
Revenues to the RTA Act. The Use Tax on Motor Fuel, we
ensure that the Use Tax on motor fuel can be levied

only in those cases where no sales tax on motor fuél

is selected. There is a freeze on fair increases and
service cutbacks that would be in effect, pending the
time that the puchase of service contract would be
entered into, which would not be‘before July'1l, 1975.

It requires specifically that as a condition of receiving
any financial grants prior to July 1, 1975 from the RTA,.
all transportation carriers must agree that they will not
increase fares or reduce services, unless specifically»
approved in advance by the RTA Board. The public bidaing
requirements on RTA purchases, with Mr. Shea's Amendment,
it specifically allows the RTA to make purchases involvin

a cost of more than $5,000 without public bidding and

notice only with respect to numerated exemptions, which

exemptions are identical to those contained in the
Illinois Purchasing Act, relative to Central Purchasing
of the State of Illinois. The Federal and State grants,
the loﬁal units, within the RTA, Mr. Deuster's Aménd—
ment, removes the existing RTA power to veto grant
applications by other local units for Federal or State
public transportation monies. On imminent domain, the
specific proposal is to totally prohibit the RTA from
comdemning nature preserves, forest preserves, property
by conservation districts, property use for public park
purposes'or property use for State forest purposes, and

last, but certainly not least, the three specific
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proposals that, in the first instance, requires an entry
onto property of others by RTA employees, for purposes
of inspection, must be made at reason;ble time after
giving reasonable notice, Extends from one to two years
the time limitation on instituting an action against

the RTA for wrongful death or injury and last, specifically
prohibits the RTA from receiving grants to build free-
ways such as the crosstown expressway, directly from the

Federal government, without the approval of the Illinois

Department of Transportation. Now, those are the specifi

n

of this particular piece of legislation. Just let me
sum up on the opening statement, by saying this; that
there is no way in my judgement that the Chicago Transit
Authority is going to be adversely affected financially
by the passage of this Bill. What it will do, in my
judgement, is go a long way toward delaying the fears -
of the people in the outlying counties_ of the six county
region, specifically with respect to the guaranteed -

representation on the Board, and while an argument can

to you that there really isn't all that much 2ifference
between 9 and 21 Members. The abolishment of the parking
tax, I think, will lay the fears and will not financially
affezt the Chicago Transif Authority and certainly the
return of the 1007 of the money raised locally will not
adversely affect the meeting of the financial needs of
the Chicago Transit Authority. It would be my suggestion
that it is in the long-range best intérest of those of
you from the City of Chicago to support this Bill, because
I think what you do, is to bring about a feeling of under-
standing on the part of the people that you represent
in the City of Chicago, of the concerns and the fears
of the people in the outlying areas. What I'm saying, I
think, would be in your best self-interest for the long

run to support the passage of this Bill."

Question
is, shall House Bill...... Gentleman from Cook, Repre-

Katz: '"Mr. Speaker, Ladies and Gentlemen of the House, we
are here, back again, at a critical moment in the history
of the General Assembly. We have been wrestling with
the proslem of Regional Transportation in the area
covering 65% of the population of the State of Illinois,

First of all, one
of the changes that it makes is a change in the structure
of the board. ©Now, we have to face the reality that the
nine Member Board is in operation. It has been appointed,
it has an acting chair. It is carrying on the business
of the RTA and what this Bill proposes to do is to now
substitute a2 21 Member Board. Now let me say that I an
not opposed to the basic idea of representation and in
fact was once in support of the Bill that provided for
a 21 Member Board, but that Bill also created a smaller
board to run the affairs of the RTA. Can you imagine,
in the middle of all the furor and the chaos that has been
created, if we now substitute a 21 Member Board. I will
be going in different directions at the same time.

does is to cut out of the Act, one of the two major
regional sources of funding. What does that mean,
Ladies and Gentlemen of the Hduse, to those of you who
come from the 96 counties outside of the RTA area.
That means that the area itself will not assume the
reéponsibility 0of collecting with the parking tax, the
money that was assigned to it and the other side of that
coin is that you will be called upon to vote that money
here in the General Assembly so that an increasingiy
high proportion of the money that will be required to
operate will come from the State rather thaé from regional
sources and even though I am from the region, I do not
believe that a Regional Transportation Authority should
operate so completely with State support and finance. I
believe that we in the area should contribute significantl]
to our own transportation system and I really see no
justification at all, less than a year after we have L
passed a law to remove one of the two major taxes tha;
were assigned for fund raising within the area and, hence
this to me, is a major reason why this Bill is a give-
a-way Bill. It gives away RTA money to bondholders. It
gives away parking tax money that was supposed to have
been used to finance RTA and as far as I can see, the
only advantage to the Bill is a political advantage and
not an advantage with reference to improving transporta-—
tion within the area. Now, having said that, I would
like to point out to you that you will have an opportunity
later to vote on another Bill that tries to constructively
deal with some of the objections that have been raised’
to the RTA Bill, but as I view the situation, Ladies and
Gentlemen of the House, what is involved here today is
not a process for improvement, but a process for burial.
It is a process under which the RTA is going to be up

for grabs, a new large Board, without any ties together,
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having to raise additional State money for bondholders,
to make up for parking taxes that are being deleted and
as far as the fact that there are not ;pt out 'provisions
in this Bill, it is not due to the Sponsor's intention
.that there is no provisiion and if this Bill comes out
of the House, the Sponsor will be in control of the Bill
and being committed as he is to the principal of opt out,
which the majority of this House has rejected over and
over again, there will then be the opportunity to wheel
and deal across the hall on the question of opt out, whicH
is a matter that would truly make this a burial Bill.
Accordingly, Ladies and Gentlemen.of the House, I would
urge you to take care of the RTA, which you created a
. short time ago. Do not sent it back to the General
Assembly,-feebly unable to support itself, because all
éf us had hoped we would cre;te a live and viable trans-~
portation authority in the region.

Speaker Telcser: '"Tentleman from Cook, Representative
Schlickman."

Schlickman: '"Mr. Speaker, Members of the House, on March 19,
1974, a near majority of the voters in the Northeastern
Illinois Region, expressed their objections to the RTA
in its present form. House Bill 2640, now under con-

sideration, is an attempt to satisfy concerns and
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Teservations about the RTA. Unfortunately, in its
original and present form, it's debllltatrng and 1n—
sufficient, better that it not be Passed. There are many
deficiencies in the present RTA. Some of the major ones
are discrimination.against suburban bus companies, lack
of control over the RTA Planning and bugeting activieis,
inadequate Yepresentation of areas, unlimited, undefined
parking tax authority, private sale of bonds and the
State's Pledge not to impair bond holders interest. Hoﬁs:

Bill 2640 constructively copes with only one of these

deficiencies' that is, representation, but 1n the process

it contlnues the 1nsuff1c1ency of Cook County suburban
representatlon. As to the other principal deficiencies,

with which House Bill 2640 attempts to deal, it's surgi-

cal approach ig just too radical. In fact, under 2640,
RTA would'become a parapalegic. 1In my opinion, where I

had hoped that House Bill 2640 would be the vehicle for

constructive, reasonable modification of RTA, formally
Senate Bill 27, I view this Bill in its pPresent form
as being worse than nothing and as a consequence would

urge your defeat of it.

Speaker Telcser: "Gentleman from Lake, Representative
Deuster."
Deuster: "Mr, Speaker, Gentle Ladies and Gentle Men of this

House, the President of the United States.... there's

a2 momentary loss of sound..... The President of the
United States observed that one year of Watergate is
enough. I'm sure there are many Members in this House
from all parts of the State of Illinois who think one
year of RTA is enough. Most of us, who have addressed
ourselves to this complicated, political and transporta-
tion subject, are sorry that it has taken so long. How-
ever, when you're seeking to arrive at principles and a
Proper objective, you don't care who's sponsoring a Bill.

You have no pride of authorship. You just know what's

_—
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right and you'll work for it, and if some of you Members
will remember Saturday moxning in December, we were over
in another building, some of us and I ;as one: who took
this Floor and I'm sorry that this Bill is so rotten.
You're going to have red hot Representatives rﬁnning

all over the six counties, urging its defeat, and- that's
exactly what happened in this Bill. This proposal as

it is now was only passéd in one place and I'm sorry
about that, too, but that was the City of Chicago. It
was rejected everywhere else, and I'm reminded that some
feel that's questionable and it is being litigated.

The reason that I spén£ a whole year sponsoring one Bill
that was co-sponsored by‘Representative Dyer and Repre-
sentative Dunn, because there's a certain principle, that
if you're going to put taxes on people in a six-county
areéa and put together a six-county system, all of those-
counties deserve representation. All of us are repre-
sented on the Floor of this House and we've go to vofe:
You have another Bill coming along a little later that
is the silliest sop being attempted to throw into the
five outlying counties that I can think of. There's a
Bill coming along later to which reference has been

made that tells us that we can go up in the Gallery and
sit and watch RTA. The idea the distinguished Gentleman
from Cook County, who's sincere, but misguided, would
think that what we really want is to sit imn the Gallery
and watch RTA. We want -to voice on the Board and the
Speaker’s Bill addresses itself to that desire. jhe
subject, the question was made is a 21 man board too
1arge{ It's noﬁ too large for Denver, Colorado. They've
got a 21 Member Board and there's a little county,
Douglas, with 5,000 people, a third the size of McHenry,
and they thought enough of those Colorado taxpayers to

give them a voice on the Board, so this Bill gives
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everyone a voice on the Board and I have in my hand a
statement, I think T might say this for the record, that
there were probably two Members of this House, that had
primary battles and who were involved ;ctively in the
RTA. The Speaker of the House was one, I was another.
I explained to the people of Lake County and this 60,000
copies of this that there were two new taxes. One of
those taxes was unlimited. The Speaker's Bill puts a
limit on it and so whether you live in Chicago or Kane
County or anywhere in this area, this November you're
going to be talking to the,votérs, and if lyou go by in
the supermarket to guy-a loaf of bread, they're going to

taxes, the parking~tgx'and the gas tax'. At least, .....

at least under the épeaker's Bill, when that taxpayer con-
frqnts you, whether you're in Chicagq or Harvard or -
ﬁaukegan, you can say:'y;s; we've slapped a new tax on
you, a gas tax. But it's limited and under this Bili;'
not some of the money is going to be spent in your ar;;,
but all of iﬁ.' Really what the RTA debate has really
revolved down to is the question of are you going to have

a voice or control, are you going to get your money's

worth and this Bill, sponsored by the Speaker, gives

.you btoth of those things, whether you live in Chicago or

anywhere. That guarantee of 100 percent means, if

you live in Chicago and you're paying the gas tax, and
think of the thousands of people who are running their
automobiles in Chicago §nd paying tha£ tax, 100 percent
of the money is going to be spent there and five years
from now, you're going to be awful glad that you got this
100 percent guarantee. I think it is true that one year
of Watergate maybe is enough. One year of RTA is enough,
but I'11l tell you this, unless you give us, in the six-

county area, a voice on the Board and a guarantee that
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our money is not going to be run off somewhere else, you'
going to suffer through another year of this. You're
going to suffer ten years of this, because the people
feel very strongly about it and all we ask is a little
decency and fair play. We've not changed the ratio of
the Boqrd. There's nothing changing the political con-
trol. A1l we ask mainly is representation and if you
deny it, you're asking for another ten years of RTA. I
urge, not in the interest of private authorship, but in
the interest in bringing this to a conclusion and sending
to Governor Walker's desk one Bill that will solve the
problem, that you put your greén light up when the time
comes and support this good Bill. Thank you."

Spé#ker Telcser: “Gentleman from Union, Representative
Choate."

Chaote: "Well, Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the .
House, I would like to introduce to this Body a group
of distinguished students from the Willow Crest School .
in Monekwa, Illinois, the District of the Speaker of Zhis
House, Representative Blair, Representative Sangmeister,
who is with the students and Representative Leinenweber
in the rear Gallery; will the students please stand."”

Speaker Telcser: '"Gentleman from Peoria, Representativ; Day."

Day: "Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the House, I'm
sure that we all remember very.well last March when
we had prolonged debates on the RTA legislation. I
remember at that time that we were told that; well let's
vote for the Bill. Let's get it out, because we can
always amend it later to correct any deficiencies there
might be and during the RTA referendum in the six-county
area, which followed that, many of the newspapers that
were in favor of the referendum and were supporting it
openly, assured the people that the Legislature was going
to meet again this spring and that any deficiencies in

the Bill would be corrected. 1In other words, the impli-

re
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cation was made that we're going to come down he?e and
review the whole thing and try to settle thebdifferences
so that we can stand as a united Legislature in support-
ing a Bill to attack this very serious problem in the
Metropolitan area. Now, certainly, the fact that the
present‘Bill, which is under consideration, provides for
a twenty-one Member Board, is not at all unreasonable,
nor is it unusual. Keep in mind that this is going to

be the second largest government in the State of Illinois
It will encompass some 65% of the population in the

State of Illinois and a twenty-one Member Board is not
unduly large for an operation of that size. Reference
was made to the Amendment, which was sponsored by myself
and some of the downstate Legislators regarding the
elimination of the State pledge to the bondholders as
specified in the original Bill. I would call your atten-
tion to the fact that fhe RTA will have some $73 million,
of its own sources, which can be used and can be pledged
by the RTA as security for the $500 million in bonds,
which they are authorized to issue and certainly $73
million in tax revenue should be ample to support those
Vbonds. Those of you who have talked: to bond counsel,

who have talked to bond salesmen, of course, they are
going to fell you that the‘best security and the absolute
essetitial security that must be hela by the bond holders
is a mortgage on the Capitol dome. Well, if I were a
bond holder, I would want the same kind of éecurity, but
I say to you that the Amendment is a good Amendment and
it's good because it is not good policy for the State of
Il1linois to pledge its right to regulate the financial
problems of this State by earmarking 3/32nds of the sales
tax, at the discretion of an appointed Board. Actually,
House Bill 2640 does not make any reai serious substantial

changes in the original RTA Bill, as you recall, that a

big issue, the big hot issue that was bothering those
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in the counties was the right of those counties to
opt out of the Bill and that was the thing that most of
those People were interested in. They've givén that up.
They are willing to support a Bill that does not insist
on that and that, I think, represents a really great
concession on the part of Repreéentative Deuster and
the others in that area. The Amendments to this Bill
and the Bill itself do not scuttle the RTA Bill. Sub-
stantially, the Bill is the-same; We're simply in.a
ﬁosition where we have a concensus; where we have come
back here, as was promised last March. We have come back
all factions have had an opportunity to be heard. All
Amendments that were offered were considered ca?efully
and we are in a position where we certainly ar= coming
up with a much stronger concensus, a much stronger Bill
that all Members of this General Assembly can support
if this Bill is adopted in its present shape and I urge

your support for the Bill." -

"Mt.>Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the House,
the 21 Member Board, in representation, there are 102
counties in this State and not everyone of them is
represented by a Legislator from that County in this
General Assembly and yet those Legislatbrs'do a good job
in representing all of the counties in their district.
How many towns are.... do not have a Legislator living
in them, but are well represented in the General Assembly
Tﬂe Acting Chairman of the RTA Board, the former
Republican County Chairman from Riverside, or Township
Committeeman, I've talked to about it, and he said that
a 21 Member Board would be nothing but a Legislative
Body, a2 small Legislative Body and would impair terrifical
the working of the RTA Board. I just think that this is
a bad provision. The Day Amendment will cost the People

another $120 million that will go to the big bond houses.
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Assembly or the next Assembly that wouldn't respond to
a negative treatment of those bonds and therefore I do

urge a green vote on House Bill 2640. Thank you, Mr.

Speaker.”

Speaker Telcser: "The Lady from Lake, Representative Geo-
Karis."

Geo-Karis: "Ah...Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of

the House, I was rather appalled to hear earlier by my
distingﬁished colleagues stating on the other side, that
he didn't think...21 meqber‘board was good. Inasmﬁch as
there was a Cosponsor of the bipartisan Bill that he had
earlier introduced in the House several months ago. On
the basis that we would have representation for the very
counties effected. It is nice of my other colleague to
say ...well we don't have representation from every county
in the...in the State. Very true, but the other counties
are not effected as much and as hard as my County of

Lake and the other five surrounding counties are involv~
ed. It seems to me that it is high time that we take_

in consideration what the needs of our people in their
respective countiés are. When this ‘:atrocious Senate
Bill 27 was passed over my strenuous objection, last
March, after it was passed in all the debates, everyone
who debated for it said 'we know it's a bad Bill, but
we'll let you put Amendments on it when we go back in
Session'. We come back with an Amendment, House Bill
2640, which tries to give representation to each county
involved, which tries to give ...t; eliminate the
miserable parking tax, which tries to have money raised
"for taxes, RTA taxes in respective counties, (unintelligible)
the transportation within it, which tries to have....ah..
elimination of deprivation of privacy by letting any

RTA employee walk indiscriminately on your grognés, which
tries to allow the avoidance of condemﬁation ofzpublic

parks and park district property, which tries to eliminateé
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a lot of authority that it shouldn't of had to begin
with, the original RTA Board...;and which also has the
Amendment which will not prevent the yegislature from
changing the RTA Law ...and that was the Day Amendment...
and we find that we have strenuous opposition. Now,
who was telling the truth during the debates, we who
said the.Bill was bad, because it needed these Amendments
or those who said we know the Bill is bad, we'll let you
.put the Amendments ....but now when we come to the floor
of it, they won't allow the Amendments. Ladies and
Gentlemen of the House, bear with me, in my county there
is already a lawsuit on Senate Bill 27, which was passed
March 19. And, the fact that the Board has been select-
ed makes no difference...we can still improve on it with

House Bill 2640. I submit to you, that even though I want

ed an opt out referendum, since this is the only Bill
that will try and save the taxpayers some money, and I -
think it's about time we're all concerned about that,

in all of the counties. I submit to you, the only thing

we can do is support wholeheartedly House Bill 2640. We

owe it to the taxpayers of those six counties as well as
to the City of Chicago."

Speaker Telcser: '"Okay. The Gentleman from Will, Speaker
Blair to close the debate."

Blair: "fhank you, Mr. Speaker. Just let me say this, that
it appalls me sometimes when I hear arguments advanced
on the Floor, that.....are in opposition to positions
that have been taken...But I guess that that sometimes
gets all of us....across the board....into that situation.
But, there have been ;vents that have occurred ...since
the adoption of this Legislation back in November and
December and anybody that wants to bury their head in the
sand and not be realistic about those, I don't think deserles
to be called a Representative, because when your people

speak I think you ought to be willing to respond. Now,
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the people in the outlying areas voted against this by
85 or 90 percent. In my own particular district it was
87 ...In my own particular ....distriét was 87 percent
negative. Now; its passing strange to me that all the
Chicago daily newspapers editorially said during the
refereqdum campaign..,.the important thing is to pass
RTA. If we need to amend it, certainly that can be
handled by the General Assembly when it comes back into
Session. Now, the Chicago editorialist, it seems to me,
has switched their position, something which they are very
critical about people doing....in the representative
business...and they say 'don't....don't dare amend the
RTA, heaven sakes no .... don't do that', well I sdggest
"to you that if anybody's credibility ought to be in
question, it ought to be those fellows in»the ivory
towers, in the editorial rooms of the Chicago daily o
newspapers. I wish they'd come down out of those ivory
towers and get out with the people...because they'il -
find out they are not in tune with how they feel abou;
this thing in those outlying areas. It's fine for the
Gentleman from Cook, that where the issue passed in his
area, to get up and pontificate about not giviﬁg'a darn
about representation out 'in the outlying areas. But,

I'd tell you, you'd mever stand a chance of being elect-
ed out there with that kind of talk. It might be fine
for your district but it's not fine for mine. I'm tell-
ing &ou something else, there's no way the representative
on that board from Lake County and the Representative

on the Board from Kane County are going to be able to
handle the problems of the people concerning public
transportation in DuPage County, in Will County -and in
McHenry County. There is just no way that that's going
to be possible. And, so, what we're asking for is a
simple increase of the numbers on the Board. And, I'm

amazed by the Gentleman from Cook County who represents
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the City interests, saying that he didn't think that the
Board ought to be expanded either. I think. that sub-
urban Cook County ought to have greater representation.
Let me talk about, for a moment, the 100 percent return
of money. All the Chicago Transit Authority needs under
the study that was made and the cost, financial figures,
that were utilized, in the RTA compromise budget, was
111 million dollars. 111 million dollars. Under House
Bill 2640 the way it is, there's available for the CTA
126.9 million dollars. That's 15 million more dollars than
the CTA actually needs. So, there's no way it's going
to be financially affected. Furthermore, the 80 million
dollars from the State Géneral Revenue Fund, the 16
million dollars from the State Road Fund, the 5 million
.dollars from the City of Chicago Corporate Fund is
101 million dollars is available for theARTA Board to

give 100 percent if they want to....to the Chicago

Transit Authority. So, there is no jeopardy for this

100 percent earmarking of that mone§ going back to the
areas from where it is raised. Now, I've heard a lot,

a lot of devious arguments in my time here in the
General Assembly but no more devious éne than the reason
why on shouldn't support this Bill is that if it ‘gets
out of here and over into the Senate, the Sponsor of it
is going to be; number one, a wheeler and a dealer over
in the Senate and bring back dissent......Well, I'11l tell
you this, if that were possible, I would do it, but

I've never heard of that situation being raised as an

argument as to what might happen to a Bill in the Senate
as to why....as to how you should vote on it here in
the House. I don't know why you should run scared of
being able to vote on this Bill here in the House, as
to what might happen to it over in the Senate. I really
and truly think that the arguments that were advanced

that this Bill goes too far are a bunch of 'hogwash'.
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All we're really doing is increasing the representation.
What's wrong with giving the people more representation?
Now, I ask you, whét's wrong? What's wrong with giving
the people tax relief? The people in suburban Cook
County would like gome tax relief. The people in the
City of Chicago would like SOﬁe.tax relief. And, the
people in the outlying five counties would like some
tax relief. And, when tﬁe Gentleman says, 'you can't
take away one oflthe two major taxes', malarkey. The
5 ?erceqt sales tax on Motor Fuel is 60 million dollars.
The parking tax is 10 million. How can you compare those,
they're apples and bananas? You can certainly give the
peopié 10 million dollars Qorth of tax relief, can't
youé_:ihosé are basically the substantive part of this
Billui ?he yest of tﬁg things, all of you who are up
aréuing agaihst RTA, and the referenduﬁ, this Bill
answers eQery one qf your criticisms. Now, were you |
being in good .faith when you were campaigning against
* RTA? Or, afe you being in good faith now? 'I'd suggest
each of you search your conscience on this vote."
Speaker Telcser: '"The question is, shall House Bill 2640
pass? All those in favor signify by voting 'aye', the
opfosed by voting 'no'. The Lady from DuPage, Repres-
éntétive Dyer." )
D;er; "Ah...Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the House,
in explaining my 'yes' vote I want to point out that I
am being consistent with the position I took in the debate
all before the referendum, on March 19. I kept saying,
'correct these three or four inequities in this Bill.
Send us back to the drawing board in Springfield, to draw
a better RTA Bill and .....one that we can all live with
....and you'll find me supporﬁing it!. That's exactly
what has happened in this Bill. By increasing the repre-
sentation on the board, my own County, DuPage might now

| t
have and would now have a spokesman..a "spokes-person' on
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that....on that executive board. My honorable opponent,
Representative Shea, over there, said that 21 persons
on a board would be too many. Well, I figured it out math-

matically. These 21 people would be fepresénting

7 million people in the metropolitan area. That's
333,333 people that each one of those Representatives

is representing. It takes three of us down here to
represent just 170,000. You need a board as large as

21 members.....to do the job of policymaking and decision
making and budget adoption and setting up priorities that
this boara is going to do. If the nine people on that
board presently set priorities, DuPage County is going

to be left out. There's not going to be a viable,
coordinated, balanced transit system. Talk about wheel-
ing and dealing, I would loved to have been in the roon
with those five county chairmen when they chose the

two representatives from the five collar counties. I
think Will Rogers, in all of his 'horse trading' days_-
couldn't have done any better than was done in that

smoke filled room. I say, this Bill makes four import-
ant corrections. Please think twice now and put a green
light on this Board for the sake of the millions of

people living in those five colar counties. Thank you."

Pierce: "Well, Mr. Speaker, Ladies and Gentlemen of the

House, coming from one of thecollar counties, when
House Bill 2640 was introduced I waited with great
..anxiety for the ground swell of support for the
Speékers Bill to come out from my district. And, there
are many géod things in this Bill, there are many im-
provements on the RTA in this Bill. The condemnation
over public park-lands is removed,,..fhat power....Reé—'
resentation may be slightly improved. While I was
waiting for that ground-swell of support to come, and
let me tell you, I hkaven't found any, not one letter in
support of this Bill. Are people against the parking
tax? No. They wanted a parking tax better defined.
They want it defined as being limited to commercial
parking garages and parking lots- for the people that

drove by the train... station in my town to drive their

car into the loop, and park their car in the loop....and

not take the public transportation, would help to pay
for maintaining public transportatiom. They didn't

want the parking tax eliminated, they just wanted to

make sure it didn't ...it didn't apply, as Representative

Deuster told 'em it would, to their driveway, to their
church parking lot to their shopping center, and to
the Street in front of their house. And, they were

quite concerned and worried about that and I think
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Representative Katz's Bill defines the Parking Tax so
we make sure it doesn't apply to the church parking lot,
the driveway, the street in front of the house. As to
representation, ...YI wish that Lake Co;nty would be rep-
resented on the RTA because I thought our County Board
was quite powerful, The County Board Chairman was
quite powerful, he gets more jobs out of this Democratic
administration than we do.. and, on this side of the
aisle.

Skinner: '"Mr., Speaker, I'd ....and Ladies and Gentlemen of
the House, it seems to me that there.is a slight bit of
perhapé, misinformation, that has been....that has.
been circulated today. And, it's about the Bonds. A
funny thing about these Bonds, we got an interest rate
of 8 percent. And, if we have a Triple A Bond, our
information tells us we're going to be able to sell
them for under 7 percent. So, it means to me that the
drafters of this Bill never intended these Bonds.to be
sold for the Triple A rate. Now, I'm extremely con-
fused. 1If it really doesn't cost any more than 6 and
a quarter to 6 and-a half percent to sell these bonds,
we certainly ought to be lowering the maximum interest
rate.

Cunningham: "Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen fo the
House, it seems abundantly clear, from the score on the
wall, that there aren't enough people in this room
that give a 'tinker's damn' for what their constituents
believe in, to ever pass this good Bill. But, the time
will come....the time will come when you realize that
in your obstinate refusal to accept the will of the
people in your constituency, you have rendered a dis-
service to all of those who believe in RTA and recog-
nize that there is a need for a viable system in your
particular area.

I thought I would never see the
day, as a prior 5peaker has noted; wvhere I'? be voting
for an RTA, but I'm voting for this RTA because I am
persuaded that it is the best effort that has been
suggested, the best solution that is possible at this
time Eo correct an impossible situation. And, I want
to publicly...express on behalf of all of the Members

I submit, first of all, that it may be unconstitutional,
But, knowing the nature and makeup of our present 'courts
of last resort' they very seldom find ;ny power given to
them to bé unconstitutional. But, we would be at their
mercy, as to whether or not we can vary the tax laws of
the State of Illinois, upon which this contract purports

to be based. And, I submit to you that I don't believe
that the Members of this Legislature wish to submit their
actions to the Courts of the State of Illinois, befpre
we take Legislative action here.

And, what it appears is
that this would preclude someone from going into the
Federal District Court to seek adjudication of this
question. I don't know why it's necessary. T think
the Amendment is worse, certainly worse than what it
was in the original Act by Mr. Katz. Secondly, and

Representative Tipsword, is giving away or the erosion
of a separation of powers in this State. We here a lot

Now, if
this is to be a viable entity, a viable tax entity,
there is no reason on earth that we should allow the
RTA Board the option to pay more than 7 percent, which
you'll remember is really an effective return for the
large taxpayer who will buy these bonds of 14 percent
annual interest. There's no reason to allow them
more tha; fhat rate which is provided for in the
Amendment. For that reason I would hope that the
majority would vote in favor of this Amendment."”

Now, to those of you who feel that
this is giving too much to the outlying areas, I would
point out to you that that of the total revenues
RTA will have, which total approximately $435,000,000
only about 11 percent of those total revenues are in-
volved here. ©Now, it would seem to me that you ought
to be able....you ought to be willing to promise us
that 11 percent of the money, and you're not even really
...really asking that because Chicago will get a\sub—
stantial portion of it, but you ought to be able to
be willing to promise us that at least that small awmount],
the new taxes we will have to pay, will be spent for
the transportation that will benefit our areas. Now,
the argument I'm sure will come up....from someone who
is not totally informed of the mass transportation
financial picture, of how in the devil do you pay for
buses that go between counties. Well, let's look at
that question. In McHenry County about 64 percent of
the people have jobs within McHenry County. That
means they don't cross a county boundry. In Lake

County about 74 percent ....maybe it's 76 percent of
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the people‘have jobs within Lake County. In Kane
County it's also above 70 percent, and in Will County
it is also in the 70 .percent range. So, we're only
talking about 11 percent of the total money. All
right, if you have to subsidize the Chicago and
Northwestern Railroad, which I would not eéenvision
happening because they have a penchant of raising the
fares every time they reach a deficit position. You're
going to have to finance that out of ..... fare box or
out of the State or federal subsidies. ©Now, is there
anything terribly unfair about that? Now, even in
Representative Garmisa's Bill, the very transportation

area was guaranteed a fair percentage of the federal

subsidies for instance. So, we're really only asking
for 11..... for a part.;.our part of the 11 percent of
the total revenue. And, I really would virtually -
plead with you....actually plead with you that if we're
not to have an increased tension between the ciéy and
the suburbs you have to give us in the suburbs something
to take home which we consider meaningful. We consider
this meaningful I believe. Now, we would comsider

a twenty man....one man board. That would not ﬁhange
the political makeup of the RTA Board, meaningful. I
do not consider the Amendment that Representative
Sangmeister presented a§~meaningful.

We are trying to address Representative Katz' Bill

This will give Representative
Katz the opportunity to pass his Bill out with much
support that he would not have before. Amendment #18
addresses itself to two particular changes in those
opt-out provisions that we have talked about before.
First of all, there was serious objeétion to holding
the election on a referendum on the same day as the-
General Electiop because there were some Members of the
House who did not care to campaign for this referendum,
for or against, at the same time they were running for
election, so Amendment #18 provides that the election
be held in the same manner as normal elections that

be held on September 10th, 1974. It also provides that
the petition shall be filed with the proper election
authorities not less than 28 days prior to the election
and that clears up drafting her in a previous Amendment.
The Amendment also provides that should those counties
decide by popular vote to get out, that they can so

do and also that if suburban Cook County or the City

of Chicago should decide to get out, that the RTA would
be dissolved. This Amendment, as was indicated, earlier
does provide some new dynamics and excitement to the
RTA proposal and specifically to Mr. Katz' Bill and it
does fix his Bill up and I would very much appreciate
